CARE TO BE TAKEN 
AFTER HAY IS CUT 


Tt has been proven quite conclusive- 
ly that the time of cutting the varidus 
forage plants for hay purposes plays a 
very important part in hoth the total 
amount and the palatability of the untri 
ents obtained, A fact that does not ap- 
pear to be so widely recognized is 
that even though a forage crop may 
be out for ‘hay at the proper ‘time, the 
subsequent ‘method of handling may 
result in: serious loss. ; 

The foragé plant division at the:cent- 
ral ‘experimental farm at Ottawa has 
been covduccing some investigations to 
determine as accurately as possible 
the sources and extent of losses occur- 
ring during the preparation of the vari 
ous forage crops, Only a preliminary 
report is available at the present time, 
but it is submitted as indicating the 
reason for at least some of our vari- 
able losses, > 

(The tests were made during the 
harvesting of the variety test of var- 
ioug types of grasses and clovers, seed 
ed both alone arid in combination. 

Either the whole or a definite por- 
tion of 'the @ut fodder as harvested 
was placed on tarpaulins to dry, The 
material was handled very carefully

Red clover and redblossomed 
sweet clover lost a, little over 51%4 per 
cent, while the alsike and white dutch 
clovers lost a somewht similar per- 
centage. With the grasses, cither alone 
or in combination, the loss fell down 
to around 31%. per cent, 

The. seeding of grasses with the 
various legimes in all cases reduced 
the percentage lost due to shattering 

Rougher treatment of the harvested 
fodder during, or allowing it to lie in 
the swath until the leaves were quite 
dry increased the losses due to shatter 
ing to an alarming extent, ds much as 
90 per cent of the leaves being lost in 
the gase of white blossomed sweet 
clover, When we consider that the leaf 
is not only the most palatable portion 
of the various grasses and clovers, but!
